WASHINGTON, April 12.—(4 
A presidential conference with 
cabinet members and administra- 
tion spenders led to widespread 
belief tonight that President 
Roosevelt would outline his fu- 
tur@ course in many fields, includ- 
ing foreign affairs, to congress 
and the nation Thursday. 

Mr. Roosevelt summoned five 


cabinet members and the chiefs of 
his major spending agencies to 
the White House to discuss a spe- 
cial message to congress and a 
radio address. The message is 
scheduled definitely for Thurs- 
day, the radio talk tentatively for 
Thursday night. 

After three hours the leaders 
left, refusing to disclose details of 
the message. 

International Subjects. 

From a high administration of-}; 
ficial came word that the Presi- 
dent would discuss a wide range 
of subjects, including internation- 
al topics.. A recommendation that 
$1,250,000,000 be appropriated for 
WPA’s work-relief project is like- 
ly, and the President is expected 
generally to disclose his decision 
on additional expenditures to 
“prime the business pump.” 

There was some speculation that 
the chief executive might reply to 
critics who have urged him to re- 
assure business by announcing a 
moratorium on “reform” legisla- 
tion. The possibility that he might 
discuss the sidetracked wage-hour 
and government reorganization 
bills also was discussed by news- 
men.

The Fulton county grand jury is 
prepared to draw indictments 
against 18 city policemen, 12 for- 
mer deputy sheriffs and two 
county policemen for their parts in 
a “shakedown” racket being in- 
vestigated by the grand jury, it 
was learned last night from a re- 
liable source. 

This information came on the 
heels of a statement from the jury 
reporting an “astounding picture” 
of graft among city and county law 
enforcement officers, and of 
“wholesale release of prisoners” 
from county work camps for “pay- 
ment of as low as $3.” 

Indictments pending against the 
officers will “not be brought out 
immediately,” The Constitution 
was told, since grand jurors want 
to build “air-tight” cases. 

The grand jury stated indict- 
ments would be drawn against 
corrupt law enforcement officials 
and persons engaged in the re- 
lease racket “‘before the grand jury 
concludes its term.” 

The statement yesterday was 
the first public report on grand 
jury activities since it took up the 
special investigation almost six 
weeks ago. 

Records are now being compiled 
from which the grand jury will 
draw its indictments, it was said.

WASHINGTON, April’ 12.—The 
Navy Department has been in- 
formed that Japan is constructing 
a powerful “hit and run” fleet that 
may revolutionize naval’ tactics, 
the United Press learned tonight. 

Despite a screen of cerisorship 
this government has been advised 
that the island empire is build- 
ing a type of super-cruiser that 
has no match from the standpoints 
of speed, mobility and. striking 
power. He 

It is reported that Japan, which 
turned a cold shoulder to all diplo- 
matic overtures for exchange of 
information on naval programs, 
has three such vessels under con- 
struction. : 

The ships were said. toa he. be- 
tween 16,000 and 18,000 tons each; 
to be armed with eight or nine 
12-inch guns and to have estimated. 
speeds of 40 knots. ~ =... ° 

“If such ships are being~con- 
structed,” a high navy official 
said, “they would represent per- 
haps the most powerful ‘ offensive 
sea weapon in existence. Of course 
they could not successfully engage 
a battleship-in close fighting, but 
they would be tremendously more 
powerful than any American or 
British cruisers and their terrific 
speed would make them the 
scourge of world shipping Janes.” 

This country’s heaviest cruisers 
are 10,000 tonners and are armed 
with eight-inch guns, 

It was said in official circles 
that if the Japanese reports prove 
true, the United States may. be 
forced to increase the size of her 
cruisers. The Navy Department 
already has asked for authoriza- 
tion to increase the size of pro- 
posed battleships from 35,000 to 
45,000 tons. 

In addition to the super-cruiser 
a Japan,:according to Navy 

partment information, is con- 
structing or has authorized con- 
struction of three dréadnaughts of 
46,000 tons each, five aircraft car- 
riers, 43 destroyers,* seven light 
cruisers and eight submarines, for 
a total of 66 fighting vessels. 

President Roosevelt’s $1,121,000,- 
000 navy expansion program calls 
for construction of only 46 war- 
ships. 

Meanwhile, reports that a Jap- 
anese “mystery. fleet” invaded 
Philippine waters last night caused 
a hastening of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s studies of the advisability 
of establishing a naval base in the 
commonwealth.

“With respect to. graft, the evi- 
dence is clear that a regular work- 
ing arrangement existed between 
a considerable number of law en- 
forcement officers and men en- 
gagd in liquor traffic.and other il- 
legitimate enterprises, whereby 
these officers not only condoned 
and overlooked the illegal opera- 
tions, but even worked with men 
engaged in such ‘business.

HELD TARIFF WALL 


Rivers Assails Prevailing 
Charges as Illegal at 
I. C. C. Hearing. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 12. 
(?}—Prevailing rafl freight rates 
were decried by Governor Rivers, 
of Georgia, today as “an indirect 
and illegal attainment” of a tariff 
wall against the south. 

“The federal constitution forbids 
a direct tariff,” Rivers protested, 
“and I think the rate structure, 
which serves the same purpose, is 
highly illegal.” 

The Georgian is one of eight 
southern governors seeking in an 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
hearing here to gain “parity” 
freight rates for Dixie by proving 
that rail rates in this region are 
higher than in the north and east 
and are discriminatory, “stifling” 
industrial growth below the Ma- 
son-Dixon line, 

Evidence Introduced. 

E. L. Hart, traffic advisor of 
the Southeastern Governors’ Con- 
fefence, introduced as evidence 
tables setting forth specific freight 
rates in the south he said were 
higher than for similar distances 
in the north and east rate terri- 
tory.

Cross-examiners representing 
eastern and northern states\manu- 
facturers, and civic groups sought 
to draw from Hart testimony that 
freight movement costs to rail- 
roads were higher in the south 
than in the “official” territory. 

Witness Disagrees. 

The witness did not give such 
testimony, pleading a lack of such 
knowledge, and also declined to 
agree- with opposing counsel that 
rates “should be based on trans- 
portation costs.” 

Hart’s testimony was the first 
offered by the southern governors 
on actual rates. 

To facilitate hearing by the 150 
attorneys and traffic men here 
from northern and eastern points, 
a loud speaker was installed in 
front of the witness. stand. 

Instances Cited. 

Governor Rivers, a member of 
the Southeastern Governors’ Can- 
ference, cited several instances in 
which industries have moved from 
his state to points within “official” 
rate territory. to “avoid high 
freight rates,” He said the “south 
doesn’t want any rate advantage. 
All it wants is rate parity.” 

“A balanced economy calls for 
location of industry near the 
source of raw materials,” Rivers 
said. “This is of benefit both to 
the consumer and the nation, but 
it is not possible in the south un- 
der existing handicaps.”

LAUDS OWN WORK 


Wheeler Quizzes Johnston | 
After $45, 000,000 Pool In- 
crease Assertion. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(#) 
Oscar Johnston, government cot- 
ton expert, told the senate agri- 
culture committee today his man- 
agement of the government cotton 
pool had netted cotton farmers 
$45,000,000 in addition to $1,800,- 
000, for the government. 

His recital drew from Senator 
Wheeler, Democrat, Montana, a 
series of questions about John- 
ston’s private and governmental 
salaries, British ownership of cot- 
ton plantations Johnston manages, 
and amounts of government ben- 
efit payments that go to southern 
tenant farmers and _ share-crop- 
pers. : 

Johnston, who has held several 
government positions while man- 


aging 50,000 acres of plantations |: 


in Mississippi, appeared to testify 
on charges by the senate commit- 
— investigation staff thatg@cot- 
. ow lost millions of “dol- 
tne hrough underclassification of 
cotton by the American Cotton 
Co-operative Association. 

The lawyer-plantation manager 
said the ACCA had done an effi- 
cient, accurate job in handling cot- 
ton for the government pool. 

Johnston told of his service as 
finance director of the Agriculture 
Adjustment Administration, man- 
ager of the cotton pool, and direc- 
tor of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration, government loan agency. 

“You mean to say you farm 50,- 
000 acres and also run the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture,” asked 
Wheeler. 

“T don’t run the Department of 
Agriculture,” Johnston answered 
with a smile. “I just do the jobs 
assigned to me and I’m _ rather 
proud of them.” 

Wheeler then brought out that 
the corporations which owned 
three large Mississippi cotton plan- 
tations managed by Johnston were 
largely owned by British subjects, 
including a Manchester (England) 
textile company. 

“All of the cotton is sold and 
used here in the United States,” 
Johnston added, after saying in- 
come had not permitted full pay- 
ment on bonds in recent years. 

“What salary do you get as 
manager?” Wheeler asked. 

Johnston said his total from the 
corporations was about $30,000. 

Wheeler then asked about his 
salary from the government. 

Johnston said it was on a per 
diem basis of $10,000 a year and 
had averaged about $5,400 for the 
last four years, ranging up to as 
high as “seven or eight thousand.”

Odds Against Farmers Regaining 
World Market Soon, Says Wallace 


House Group Asks $796,- 
222,150 for Agriculture 


Department. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(#) 
The house appropriations commit- 
tee recommended $796,222,150 for 
the Agriculture Department’s use 
during the fiscal. year, beginning 
next July 1. 

Augmented by automatic an- 
nual appropriations, chief of which 
is $147,000,000 for surplus com- 
modity purchases, funds available 
to the department for spending 
during the year will total $951,- 
746,224. The surplus commodity 
program is financed by earmark- 
ing 30 per cent of tariff receipts. 

The flexible appropriation— 
$796,222,150 — recommended to 
congress by *he committee was 
$72,539,049 less than for the cur- 
ren. year and about $10,000,000 
less than the budget bureau’s esti- 
mates. 

Cut Road Appropriation. 

The committee, slashing here 
and adding there, made its big- 
gest change from this year’s fig- 
ures by cutting the Bureau of 
Roads’ appropriation $74,500,000. 
This was done by holding the ap- 
propriation to the bureau’s pros- 
pective commitments between 
July 1 and next January 1, in an- 
ticipation of legislation recom- 
mended by the, President to cut 
down federal highway aid. 

The road changes-made were: 
Cut $150,000,000 for primary roads 
to $63,000,000; doubled $5,000,000 
for feeder roads; eliminated $2,- 
500,000 for public land roads; dou- 
bled $10,000,000 for elimination of 
grade crossings. 

Basing its recommendations on 
sums spent and to be spent dur- 
ing the current year and adding 
$25,000,000 for crop insurance, the 
committee proposed $485,000,000 
for benefit payments and other ex- 
penses under the farm act. This is 
$15,000,000 less than is authorized.

C. W. Kitchen, assistant chief 
of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, said it was hoped the 
plan would add to southern .farm 
income. 

The house appropriations com- 
mittee. recommended today. an 
$80,000. appropriation for construc- 
tion of a tobacco laboratory at the 
North Carolina farm experiment 
station at Oxford, N. C.

BOOST NEWS COSTS 


Canadian Paper Mills Are 
Exhausting Their Wood 
Assets, Silcox Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(&) 
F. A. Silecox, chief of the federal 
forest service, has told a house 
appropriatiohs subcommittee that 
one factor entering into the higher 
price of newsprint is that the sup- 
ply of Canadian spruce is getting 
farther and farther away from the 
mills. 

His testimony, given at hear- 
ings on the agriculture appropri- 
ation bill, was made public today. 

In the Dominion, he _ asserted, 
“they are coming to, the limit in 
the matter of exhausting their 
forest capital.” 

The situation in. the southern 
United States, Silcox said,: called 
for a balance between growth and 
drain of forest resources. 

He said the $100,000,000 in- 
vested in southern pulp and’ paper 
mills recently looks like “only a 
beginning.” 

Silcox said a-hasty survey of 
world conditions indicates that 
softwood pulpwood margins now 
are confined to the southeastern 
and northwestern United States, 
Alaska, British Columbia and 
Russia. The Soviet Union, he 
said, will use all the pulp she can 
— during the next few dec- 
ades.

Nerves and Cold Demeanor?’ Constitution 
Sports Editor Hears His Address in House

LONDON (By Mail) —‘‘Questions” were concluded in the 


house of commons in the parliament of Engiand. 
The tall figure, slumped on his bench and toward whom the 


golden point of the 
silence in the house, on! 
as the reporters and diplomats 

Neville Chamberlain, prime 
minister of England in the most 
critical times since the war, was 
about to deliver the eget 
foreign licy—uns since 
Eden vastemnad and Germany had 
marched into Austria and the 
“Eden chickens” came home to 
Toost. 

What about Chamberlain, this 
‘man of few nerves and of cold 
demeanor? What are some of the 
humanities of this man upon 
whom, more than any other one 
man in the werld, depends the 

of the world? If he is right 
there will be no war soon. If he 
is wrong there will be war—soon 
—within a year or two. Or soon- 
er, if some faggot is thrown into 


the powder piles. 

He was born March 18, 1869, 
the second son of “Old Joe” 
Chamberlain, who served in the 
house of commons nearly half a 
century, and who was known for 
his Irish wit and his liberalism. 
It was he who first advocated the 
tariff plans for the dominions 
which exists today, It was he 
who used to shake his fist at 
Gladstone and at any other man 
who crossed him.” He had three. 
wives, did Old .doe, and the third 
one was an American. His first 
wife died in child birth. She gave 
to the world Neville Chamberlain. 
The second gave Austen Cham- 
berlain. 

THEY SAID “OLD JOE” 
WAS TOO RADICAL 


“Old Joe” had a great hold on 
commons and on the affections of 
the people. But he was too radi- 
cal, they said in his day, and he 
never achieved his ambition, 
which was to become premier. He 
wanted Austen to be the one to 
attain that for the family. 

Neville was sent to school and 

. then to the West Indies in a ven- 
ture that failed. It cost Old Joe 
a quarter of a million in dollars. 

Neville Chamberlain came back 
to business in Birmingham, mak- 
ing screws and articles of iron. 
Brass and iron has been the fami- 
ly’s business. ‘There is some of 
both in its men. 

Austen Chamberlain began to 
have a brilliant career. He had 
Carlyle’s definition of genius, ‘an 
infinite capacity for taking pains.’ 
He had a monocie afd he wore it. 
It was a part of him. Cartoonists 
used it. 

The old-timers in the commons 
said that both the Chamberlains, 
father and son, had been born 
with a spoon in their mouths but 
that while “Old Joe’s” had been 
steel, Austen’s was silver. 

In 1911 Austen Chamberlain al- 
most became prime minister but 
there was a split and a compro- 
mise and he lost. He almost had 
it in 1922 but when the Conserva- 
tives went out in 1922 he went 
with them. He could have stay- 
ed but he had loyalty. He went 
out with his party. He didn’t ap- 
gree of Lloyd George. But the 

elshman had been his sponsor 
and he went down with the sink- 
ing ship when the Conservatives 
withdrew. 

He was a gentleman with all the 
traditions of the English gentle- 
man, He could have had his peer- 
age and gone with the meaning- 
less house of lords. His tradi- 
tion was in commons. He re- 
mained there.

WON SEAT AT 50 

Meanwhile Neville, the screw 
maker, was middle-aged and near- 
ing 50 before he offered for, and 
won, a seat in the house. He had 
become a health officer in Bir- 
mingham and then lord mayor, 
He did much for that city... He 
was interested in hospitals for 
children and in health. 

In 1918 he came to parliament 
from the Ladysmith division of 
Birmingham. 
the screw-maker and the West In- 
dies plantation manager, should 
have now attained what Old Joe 
wanted and what Old Joe trained 
his favorite son to have—the 
prime ministership of England. 

Neville Chamberlain trained 
under Stanley Baldwin, the pipe- 
smoking, rugged minister who 
steered the empire through the 
mess of Edward’s love for Wallis 
Warfield Simpson. He was his 
chancellor of the exchequer. He 
reduced the nation’s debt. He was 
on his way—until rearmament be- 
came a necessity, to great things 
in finance. It was he who intro- 
duced the empire preference tar- 
iff while chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. 

His marble cracked a bit then 
and we get a look at the man. The 
man of ice, his critics call him. 
a some warmth inside, He 
said: 

“I believe he (he referred to his 
father) would have found conso- 
lation for the bitterness of his 
disappointment if he could have 
foreseen that these proposals, 
which are the direct and legiti- 
mate descendents of his own con- 
ceptions, would be laid before the 
house of commons by the lips of 
the two immediate successors of 
his name and blood.” 

Neville Chamberlain became 
prime minister when Baldwin re- 
signed. That was in 1937. He 
had been chancellor of the ex- 
chequer when the war debts were 
passed over; he was there when 
the World War loans were con- 
verted into new issues at im- 


mense savings. ‘ 


YET THE MARBLE 
CRACKS NOW AND THEN 

They credit him with no feel- 
ings of humanity, do those on the 
bench opposite him. To them he 
is cold, calculating, a Tory and a 
partisan of the vested interests in 
Spain or in Germany or in Italy. 

Yet the marble cracks now and 
then. It cracked when he spoke 
of his father. And once he was 
opening a health clinic in Leeds. 
He said: 

“One must remember what hap- 
pens to the family when the moth- 
er is taken away and young chil- 
dren are left who never can have 
the care and influence which a 
mother alone can exercise.” And 
then added, softly, “My own moth- 
er died in childbirth.” 

He spoke up bravely for free- 
dom of the press and of free 
speech at a dinner given by the 
House of Commons Press Associa- 
tion. Germany had asked that he 
restrict it. 

People seemed to turn to him 
after those first few days in Aus- 
tria. They seemed to know that 
but for his stubborn figure about 
which the opposition storm broke, 
England would even then have 
been going to war’ and planes 
would have been dropping bombs 
on London and that terror and 
death would have ruled. 

Now, there is a slight turning 
the other way, But Chamberlain, 
convinced he is right and with the 
iron of the family of his backbone 


and the brass of it in his skin, 


goes ahead. Germany marched 
while the German envoy was in 
his office. It caught England with 
complete surprise and with much 
chagrin. The resigning Eden’s 
words had come true quicker than 
any, even Eden, had anticipated. 

Chamberlain goes ahead. He was 
69 years old this March. He works 
when he has time, with his 
orchids and with his fishing. He

Six weeks of summer school 

' will begin in Atlanta June 13 for 

' both elementary and high schools, 

. Dr. Willis A. Sutton, school super- 

intendent, told the board of edu- 
cation yesterday. 

Original plans for the first 
summer sessions here in a decade 
were to hold eight weeks of school 
for the senior high schools, but 
the superintendent said six weeks 
would be sufficient, 

The majority of teachers will 
receive two weeks extra vacation 
because of the summer sessions. 


Dr. Sutton recommended that the 
rule requiring them. to be on duty 
for one week after school closes 
and a week before it opens in the 
fall be suspended for this reason. 

The education board formally 
approved the building and ground 
committee’s recommendation to 
apply for WPA aid in the erection 
of a permanent plant for the sen- 
ior boys’ high schools, and to re- 
new the application for the Mur- 
phy Junior High school project. 

Ernest Brewer brought in a mi- 
nority report on his motion to con- 
tinue mentally and physically fit 
teachers in service to the age of 
70, which was adversed Monday 
by the rules committee. The board 
adopted the adverse report. 

The plan of the Optimist Club 
to rent a camp on Hard Labor 
ereek for school children was 
unanimously approved by the 
board. The club will pay the 
rent on the camp while school 
students vacation there during the 
summer. Parties of school children 
have camped on Hard Labor creek 
for the past several years. 

The board refused the petition 
of Ashton Jones to lecture on 
world peace in the _ schools 
throughout the city. 


MARETTA PAVES 
WAY FOR LIQUOR 


Judge Says Decision Does 
Not Affect Issuance of 
Licenses and Sale. 


MARIETTA, Ga., April 12.— 
Miss Odene Landers, city clerk, 
announced today that the city of- 
fice will accept applications for re- 
tail, wholesale and manufacturers’ 
liquor licenses, following action of 
the city council Monday night in 
setting up regulations for the sale 
of liquor here. 

The council set retail licenses at 
$500, wholesale at $1,000 and dis- 
tillers’ at $2,000. Sale of liquor is 
limited to stores fronting on park 
square. Only persons who have re- 
sided in Marietta for the past 12 
months may apply for retail li- 
censes. 

Must Get 4 Votes. 

Under the ordinance, four out of 
six members of the council must 
vote “yes” for a liquor applica- 
tion to be granted. 

Previously, Judge J. H. Haw- 
kins, of Cobb superior court, cor- 
rected reports appearing in Atlan- 
ta and Marietta dailies which stat- 
ed that the sale of liquor could 
not start here until after the Geor- 
gia supreme court ruled on an in- 
junction which was taken to the 
high courts on a _ supersedeas 
granted by the judge. The jurist 
said his ruling “did not have any- 
thing to do with the results of the 
election, the fixing of the date 
when liquor may be sold or the 
issuing of licenses.” He stated in 
his opinion that a person who 
properly qualifies and pays a li- 
cense fee may start legal sale of 
liquor by April 21. 

Hearing Set for May 6. 

The supreme court has set a 
hearing on the Cobb case for May 
6. The effect of the judge’s super- 
sedeas was only to restrain pay- 
ment of costs of the election and it 
is on this point that the case ap- 
parently will be argued. 

Meanwhile, the advisory board 
of Copb county, including Com- 
missioner Charles M. Head, Clerk 
of Court H. P. Carpenter and Or- 
dinary J. J. Daniell have passed a 
resolution prohibiting sale of liq- 
uor outside of incorporated towns 
in the county. Marietta is the only 
city thus far to take any action 
toward setting up regulations. Five 
other towns in which liquor may 
be sold at the discretion of their 
respective city officials include 
‘Acworth, Austell, Kennesaw, Pow- 
der Spring and Smyrna.

Extended Inquiry. 


After an extended inquiry, 
which included re-examination of 
other service trades, an executive 
order was issued as‘ the best 
working compromise which could 
be found. It was one of ‘many ef- 
forts made to extricate NRA from 
this impossible situation. 

The significant features of the 
executive order were: (a) Reten- 
tion of the provisions governing 
child labor, maximum hours, mini- 
mum wages, and collective bar- 
gaining; (b) suspension of any at- 
tempt to regulate prices and trade 

er pag on a nation-wide basis. 
n place of this, it was provided 
that such price and trade practice 
provisions could be. reinstated 
within any locality in which 85 per 
cent of the mmbers of the trade 
agreed to do so;.(c) the only pro- 
gram of enforcement contemplated 
was the use of the Blue Eagle. 

In addition, the various states 
were urged to adopt state indus- 
trial recovery. acts to cover local 
trades and industries. One uphap- 
py result of this was to cause much 
duplication and overlapping be- 
tween state and federal codes and 
between state and federal au- 
thority. 

Case of Jacob Maged. 


For example, in the spring of 
1934, Jacob Maged, a tailor of Jer- 
sey City, N. J., was convicted and 
sentenced for. violating a code 
which had been adopted under a 
statute of New Jersey, a counter- 
part of the NIRA, This code fixed 
a minimum price for. the service 
of pressing, and Mr. Maged’s of- 
fense consisted of doing pressing 
work at five cents under the code 
minimum price. He was sentenced 
to serve a 30-day jail sentence, but 
after serving three days he was 
released on his promise to abide 
by the state code. 

Whether out of ignorance or de- 
sign, a very large section of the 
press at the time reported the in- 
cident as one occurring under the 
federal NIRA itself, rather than 
under the local statute, and 
trumpeted it as an illustration of 
the extremes to which the NRA 
had gone, and of the way federal 
authority was creeping into local 
business. 

Much as I regret the necessity 
of saying it, the continued insist- 
ence upon this misstatement by a 
certain type of newspaper owner 
and columnist, long after the truth 
had been fully explained that this 
New Jersey casé concerned a vio- 
lation of the local and not of the 
federal statute, constitutes a glar- 
ing example of perversion of 
news. 

Editor’s Note: After the re- 
election of President Roosevelt 
in November, 1936, Jacob Maged 
sent him a telegram of congrat- 
ulation.) 

It had become evident before 
the termination of NRA that it 
would be necessary for it to with- 
draw as rapidly as possible from 
the field of local business and 
leave all regulatory efforts in this 
field to state and municipal ac- 
tion.

ROOSEVELT EXPLAINS 
POWER POLICIES 


A Comment of 
President Roosevelt From 
His Forthcoming Books. 

The purposes of proper pub- 
lic power development = and 
proper public utility regula- 
tion are the same; namely, to 
restore to the people effective 
control by them over modern 
electrical services which have 
become essentials in moderm 
standards of living and to make 
certain an ample supply of 
these services at a reasonable 
price. 

(When Governor of New 
York) I endeavored to lay down 
a simple program :for dealing 
effectively with the weaknesses 
= present-day utility regula- 

on. 

Important parts of this pro- 
gram are: (1) a change in the 
conception of a public service 
commission as a quasi-judicial 
body; (2) a new principle of 
valuation for rate-making on a 
prudent investment basis; (3) 
a new treatment of holding 
companies; (4) insistence upon 
an accurate uniform system of 
accounting; (5) provision for 
municipal ownership and oper- 
ation of utilities as yardsticks 
for reasonable rates. 

A commission such as the 
Federal Power ‘Commission 
should not serve merely as a 
judicial body to act as an um- 
pire between persons making 
complaints on the one hand and 
public utilities on the other. It 
should be prepared and -will- 
ing always to act, upon its own 
initiative, as an agent of the 
public to investigate the acts 
and rates of public utilities in 
order to protect the investors 
in their securities and the con- 
sumers of their services. 

I believe that I can truth- 
fully say that, commencing in 
1933, the commission did begin 
to fulfill that concept of such a 
regulatory body. 
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National Industrial Recovery 
Board had been created and had 
made an exhaustive review of 
NRA operations. A program had 
been prepared for legislation and 
also for internal reorganization of 
the activities of NRA. 


The program of reorganization 
was interided to provide for a co- 
ordination of general administra- 
tive policies; to slow down and 
settle NRA operations in order to 
bring about a more efficient han- 
dling of business; to review and 
revise code provisions of doubtful 
wisdom; to work toward a small- 
er number of enforcement cases 
by reducing the principal causes 
of noncompliance, chiefly in un- 
enforcable codes; to eliminate the 
handling of labor disputes.in NRA 
and transfer them to national and 
industrial labor boards. 

The legislative program which 
had been worked out would have 
removed a great many of the fea- 
tures of the original NRA found 
to be objectionable or unworkable 
in practice. 

Included in it were a more defi- 
nite statement by the congress of 
the administrative authorization 
and delegation of power to carry 
out the purposes of the. act, and a 
provision that codification should 
be limited to those businesses ac- 
tually engaged in interstate com- 
merce or so substantially affecting 
it that the protection of interstate 
commerce required code protec- 
tion. 

There was under way a con- 
gressional investigation of NRA 
promoted chiefly by members hos- 
tile to it. As a result, the hear- 
ings, ostensibly called to consider 
the proposed legislative program 
to revise the law, were devoted 
more to complaints about the 
faults of NRA which would have 
been largely eradicated by the 
revision which was being suggest- 
ed by the administration. 

In the .meantime, violations of 
code requirements and difficul- 
ties of enforcing compliance had 
increased so much that it became 
evident that it would be necessary 
soon to establish the validity of 
the statute in the supreme court 
before adequate enforcement could 
be obtained.

(Editor’s Note: To see to it 
that code compliance was main- 
tained, the President on March 
25, 1935, wrote to Donald R. 
Richberg, chairman of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery 
Board, stating his desire that 
“the full power” of the NRA be 
exerted to this end, and that it 
“bring the facts” before senate 
and house committees te -accel- 
erate action on the proposed 
extension of NRA beyond 
June 16. . 

Meanwhile, a less publicized 
test of the NIRA, the Schech- 
ter “sick chicken”’ case, reached 
the supreme’ court and assumed 
monumental importance far be- 
yond its immediate issue, which 
was an NRA attempt to regulate 
the trade among poultry deal- 
ers. By unanimous decision, on 
May 27, 1935, the court decided 
in favor of the Schechters, and 
declared the national industrial 
recovery act an illegal federal 
regulation of industries not in- 
cluded under the _ interstate 
commerce clause of the consti- 
tution, and an unconstitutional 
delegation of legislative powers 
to the President. 

Shorn of its code-making and 
code-enforcing ‘authority, the 
NRA was virtually disbanded as 
a agency and continued only 
in skeleton form.) 

One of the purposes and func- 
tions of ‘the extended skeleton 
form of NRA after the supreme 
court: decision was to review past 
data and to determine what fur- 
ther steps could be taken. - 

By August, 1935, sufficient data 
had been accumulated ‘to serve as 
a possible basis for a new legis- 
lative program to protect labor 
standards and to eliminate unfair 
business competition. Moreover, 
large groups within both labor 
and industry were looking for as- 
surance that renewed considera- 
tion would be given to. these 
problems. 

Conferences of representatives 
of labor and industry were called 
in Washington in December, 1935, 
by Major Berry, as co-ordinator 
for industrial recovery. As a 
whole, industry did. not respond 
very cordially; some industries 
sent “observers,” with instructions 
to watch but not to participate in 
any deliberations. 

Nothing substantial ever came 
of this third phase of NRA as ex-

Investigation of old-age pen- 
sion payments in Schley county 
was ordered by Judge W. M. Har- 
per in his instructions to the grand 
jury in that county. 

Murdaugh’s Letter. 


Murdaugh’s letter to county di- 
rectors said: 

“It has come to our attention 
this morning that a county director 
was not sufficiently familiar with 
the operation of the state and 
county governments to understand 
fully that the courts have super- 
vision of all activities of any func- 
tion of government. This memo- 
randum is to notify you again that 
when the grand jury of your 
county is in session, you should 
not wait to be called upon for your 
records, but have them ready and 
available and offer your services 
to the foreman of the grand jury in 
reviewing each and every docu- 
mentary record, which they may 
wish to review in your county de- 
partment of public welfare. 


“No Misunderstanding.” 


“We have so repeatedly made 
this statement to the public and 
to the press that there’ should 
hereafter be no possible misunder- 
standing.” 

Murdaugh’s office reported no 
further communications had been 
received from Dodge county re- 
garding reorganizatin of the wel- 
fare board there, following resig- 
nation of the county director, two 
board members and elimination 
of 166 pensioners from the rolls. 
The pensioners were removed, the 
state department said, because 
they were not properly certified. 
Publication Criticized. 


Proposed publication of pension 
lists: was criticized today by W. 
W. Webb, head of the old-age pen- 
sion division of the department of 
welfare. He said the Wilkinson 

county grand jury had recom- 
mended publication of names and 
amounts received by pensioners. 

He said the main reason he ob- 
jected to such publication was be- 
cause of embarrassment it would 
oe to recipients and their fam- 

eS 

“The information,” he _ said, 
“finds its way into the schools 
and children of families receiving 
assistance find themselves set off 
in a class.” 

Webb said many old people had 
written to him that they needed 
a pension but would “rather 
starve” if their names had to be 
published.

SUPPLY BIL TO AD 
SOUTHERN FARMING 


Items for Market News and 
Agricultural Laboratory 
Included. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 

WASHINGTON, April 12.— 
The $797,222,159 annual sup- 
ply bill for the Department of 
Agriculture, which was reported 
to the house today, carries sub- 
stantial sums for farming pursuits 
in Georgia and other southeastern 
states. 

Representative Malcolm C. Tar- 
ver, of Dalton, second ranking 
member of the subcommittee on 
agriculture of the appropriations 
committee, said the new Armu- 
chee and Lookout mountain pur- 
chase units of the Chattahoochee 
National. Forest in northwestern 
Georgia would share in a $2,000,- 
000 item forthe acquisition of ad- 
ditional forest lands. 

For, the market news service. in 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, Judge Tarver secured the 
inclusion of an item of $25,000 for 
the establishment of a livestock 
market news service for Georgia, 
Alabama and Florida, and also 
collaborated in providing $1,000,- 
000 to start work of establishing 
four regional agricultural labora- 
tories, one to be located in the 
southeast, which laboratories will 
eventually cost $1,000,000 each. 


Under terms of the measure, 
Georgia also will receive approx- 
imately $700,000 as its share of an 
item of $17,885,881 for direct pay- 
ments and department allotments 
to states and territories in the 
extension service. This $17,885,- 
881, Representative Tarver said, 
is $345,248 in excess of the appro- 
priation for such purposes in the 
current fiscal year. 

Numerous other small items of 
great interest to Georgia also are 
in the bill.

One of the longest criminal case 
records ever compiled in the At- 
lanta division of the federal court 
was started on its way to the cir- 
cuit court of appeals yesterday by 
an order of approval signed by 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood. 
The transcript, consisting of 
more than 2,000 typewritten pages, 
contains the pleadings and testi- 
mony in a stock conspiracy trial 
which was concluded August 31 
after nearly 20 weeks in court. 
Defendants convicted were Ko- 
pald-Quinn & Company, Gould & 
Company, Jooseph R. Mendelson, | 
Leonard IL. Sutterman, Joseph N. 
Sherman and Joseph A. Ricebaum. 
They were charged with violating 
the securities and exchange act 
of 1933. 

Sentences were imposed Sep- 
tember 6. Notices of appeals were 
filed immediately and the clerk’s 
office has been kept busy since 
that time preparing the necessary 


papers. 

It is estimated that it will take 
circuit court judges more than 30 
hours merely to read the bill of 
exceptions. And this does not in- 
clude voluminous briefs and scores 
of exhibits consisting largely of 
books and other documents.

With Me. “What made you think of walking with 
housemaids through Chelsea?” 

“It’s Kipling,” I said, ‘‘and some lines from ‘his 
‘Mandalay.’ I used to recite it when I was in prepara- 
tory school.” 

“I’ll bet they were glad when you graduated,” ‘said 
The Lady Who Is Traveling With Me.” 

So, we went on walking along Cheyne Walk. 

I was hunting for No. 16 Cheyne Walk because that was 
the home of Dante Gabriel Rossetti and: of Swinburne and 
Meredith. Meredith left because he could not endure the 
breakfasts which Rossetti ate. He was so messy with. poached 
eggs! It is a very famous street where Carlyle lived and Ruskin 
and where Whistler painted that famous picture of his mother, 
And also the one of Carlyle. Carlyle lived at No. 24 and theré 
wrote the ‘‘French Revolution.” 

Carlyle and that well-known Indian, Sequoia, who 
used to live near Dalton, Georgia, had one experience 
which was somewhat similar. Sequoia worked for 12 
years inventing the Cherokee alphabet and his wife then 
burned it up, thinking Seauoia slizhtly balmy. Carlyle 
wrote the French Revolution and lent it to John Stuart 
Mill. He took it to call on a lady and left it, and the 
lady’s maid burned it up. It required Sequoia four years 
to get back his alphabet and Carlyle a couple of years 
to rewrite his history. | 

_ It stood for a long time at Chelsea Old Church, rebuilt in 
1602. There lies buried Henry James, one of America’s great 
writers. He became an Englishman in 1916 and on his tomb 
there in the old yard you may read that he “. 
a cherished citizenship to give his allegiance to England in the 
first year of the Great War.”’ 

The British soldier in ““Mandalay”’ was yearning for Burma 
and the girl whom he first “‘seed smoking a whackin’ big 
cheroot.” But, shucks, I know I’m going to wish often to be 
walking down Cheyne Walk with the Thames on one side and 
the old houses and theif iron gates on the other.

Wheeler Says Proposals Too 
Controversial for Enact- 
ment Now. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(P)

LABOR PLEA DELAYS 


WAGE-HOUR TRUCE 


AFL Assails Revised Blll 
as ‘More Objectionable’ 
Than Original. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(4) 
Dissension in organized labor’s 
ranks over the revised wage-hour 
bill led some members of the house 
labor committee to despair today 


this session. 

The committee, beginning con- 
sideration of. the bill drafted by a 
subcommittee, received a letter 
from the American Federation of 
Labor assailing it as “even more 
objectionable” than the original. 

The-federation reiterated its in- 
sistence on legislation providing 
for specific minimum wages and 
for enforcement by the Justice De- 
partment. 

On the other hand, Labor’s Non- 
Partisan League, dominated by 
the CIO, indorsed the subcommit- 
tee’s measure, declaring it “seems 
to have all the essentials for ef- 
fective regulation” of wages and 
hours. 

Representative Ramspeck, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, commented: 

“Tye never seen a piece of leg- 
islation on which people had so 
many different ideas.’ 

As approved by the subcommit- 
tee, the bill would empower an 
administrative board to fix mini- 
mum wages ranging from the 
average for®each occupation to 40 
cents an hour. It could fix the 
work week anywhere from 40 to 
48 hours.

HEALTH TALKS

WHAT IS NERVOUSNESS? 

Fifteen or 20 years ago Class

AUTOMATIC RAISES 
FUR 7,000 VETOED 


Roosevelt Declares Customs 
Measure Violates Spirit of 
Classification Act. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—() 
President Roosevelt vetoed today 
a bill which would have provided 
automatic promotions for approxi- 
mately 7,500 field employes of the 
customs service. 

In his veto message he said the 
measure was “fundam ob- 
jectionable” for the following. rea- 
sons: 

“1. It runs counter to the basic 
principle of Section 7 of the Classi- 
fication Act of 1923, as amended, 
which provides that ‘increases in 
compensation shall be allowed 
upon the attainment and mainte- 
nance of the appropriate efficiency 
ratings, to the higher rate within 
the salary range of the grade.’ 

“2. It is in~ conflict with the 
provision in all the departmental 
appropriation acts for the current 
fiscal year and in all the depart- 
mental appropriations bills for the 
next fiscal year which requires 
(with minor exceptions) that the 
average of the salaries of the total 
number of persons under any 
grade in any bureau, office, or 
other appropriation unit, shall not, 
at any time, exceed the average 
of the compensation rates speci- 
fied for the grade to which posi- 
tions have been allocated under 
the Classification Act of 1923, .as 
amended.” 

Thus, the message said, the bill 
would give preferential treatment 
by providing automatic promo- 
tions to the top: of the grade for 
approximately 7,500 employes who 
are performing duties similar‘ to 
those performed by large numbers 
of employes in other departments.

OSSINING, N. Y., April 12.—(P) 
Richard Whitney, until lately a 
symbol of integrity and power in 
‘the world of finance, dropped his 
name today to become Convict No. 
94835 in a tiny and bed-bug rid- 
‘den Sing Sing cell. 

In a few quickly moving hours, 
the former broker who served as 
‘president of the New Vork Stock 
Exchange for five terms had been 
‘rushed from the old Tombs Prison 


‘in New York city, taken aboard a 


train for Ossining, thence to the 
big state prison, stripped, bathed, 
-questioned and given a suit of gray 
shoddy. 

' By the time the sun was set- 
ting behind. the Palisades across 
the broad Hudson, he had finished 
‘a Sing Sing dinner which includ- 
.ed bologna and potato salad, tea 
and corn starch pudding, and was 
locked up in-what Warden Lewis 
E. Lawes described as “the most 
‘abominable cell block in the 
world,” a dreary gray building 113 
years old. 

Thus he began serving a 5-to- 
10-year sentence for grand larceny 
imposed upon him yesterday for 
having misused $214,000 worth of 
securities entrusted to his care by 
‘the New York Yacht Club and 
members of his family. 

Nor did he show.any dismay 

when the big gate closed behind 
him and he was shut off from the 
outside world, to remain behind 
bars for at least three years and 
four months, the minimum he 
must serve if he gets time off for 
‘good behavior. 
- Warden Lawes suggested that 
with Whitney’s background of 
‘Groton and Harvard he may land 
eventually a job in the prison 
school. Pay for that would be 15 
cents a day.

“The next two weeks,” said 
Lawes, “are critical for Whit- 
ney. He has to contend with a 
natural let-down. All these 
weeks he has been held up by 
excitement. Now, the excite- 
ment.is over: and he sits alone, 


- his fate ordained. He knows ex- 


actly what he has to look for- 
ward to. 
Many Have Cracked. 

“Many men have cracked un- 
der that strain and their crack- 
ing takes a thousand and one 
different forms. 

“He will have more than us- 
ual to contend with. He occu- 
pies a cell so narrow, a man of 
his bulk can hardly squeeze be- 
tween the bunk and the wall. 
He has no sanitary facilities ex- 
cept a tin bucket which he must 
empty himself at regular hours. 
The dampness of the cell, the 
change in food, the lack of ven- 
tilation and the lack of distrac- 
tions and amusements, . these, 
naturally, will all be tremendous 
shocks to a man with Whitney’s 
background. 

“But he has carried through 
these last weeks in exactly the 
proper attitude, and the chances 
are he will carry through these 
next critical weeks in the same 
way and extract the most bene- 
fit from them. 

“There ,is no doubt in my 
mind that prison life here is 
beneficial to the criminal men- 
tality and particularly so to the 
mentality Whitney is described 
as having in the probationary 
report. He is, the probation of- 
ficer makes a point of nothing, a 
great egotist. 

“Comb the Fleas.” 

“So are a great percentage of 
the inmates up here egotists. 
This place is the cure for them. 
Here no distinction in treat- 
ment is made between one num- 
ber and another and, most im- 
portant of all, the major enter- 
tainment up here is introspec- 
tion—soul-searching. You search 
your soul and comb the fleas out 
of it. Introspection is the surest 
cure for criminal’egotism known 
to man. Whitney; who is scored 
as an intelligent man, can be re- 
lied on to benefit to the utmost 
from the opportunity he has for 
introspection.”

Just before the Wall Street bro- 
ker, who was five times president 
of the Stock Exchange, was sen- 
tenced for larceny, a nation-wide 
survey found that his case has 
strengthened the hand of the SEC 
so far as public opinion is con- 
cerned. The majority of voters 
who are familiar with the Whit- 


ney scandal think it calls for 
stricter government regulation of 
Wall Street. 

The survey, conducted by the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion, reached a representative 
cross-section of voters in all in-

Asked Two Questions, 


They were asked two questions: 

(1) “Have you heard about the 
Wall Street case of Richard Whit- 
ney?” 

(2) “Do you think it calls for 
further regulation of Wall Street?”

As the chief issue in the elec- 
tion was Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain’s foreign policy, Labor 
Party leaders are hailing the 
victory of their candidate as a 
sign that public opinion does 
not approve Chamberlain’s plan 
to conciliate the Fascist powers.

DES IN 73D YEAR 


Broker, Prominent Socially, 
Was Noted as Brilliant 
Conversationalist. 


Edwin <A. Peeples, widely- 
known broker, and. member of a 
distinguished. Georgia family, died 
at 3:40 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon at his residence, 264 Four- 
teenth street, N. E. 


In failing health for the last 
several years, Mr. Peeples suffer- 
ed a severe heart attack Monday. 

Born in Forsyth, Ga., about 72 
years ago, he was the son of the 
late Judge and Mrs. - Cincinnatus 
Peeples, leading citizens of Atlan- 
ta. On graduation from Boys’
